Connect a commercially available monaural microphone with a miniplug (3.5-mm in 
diameter) to the MIC jack of the IC Recorder. This will allow sound to be recorded with 
greater clarity. When a plug-in power-ready microphone is used, it is powered from the 
IC Recorder. 




Notes 

• When recording with an external microphone, keep it away from the IC Recorder and 
headphones. Having a microphone too close to the IC Recorder or headphones will 
cause feedback. 

• When an external microphone is connected to the IC Recorder, recording with the built- 
in microphone is disabled.

Connecting Cords 

• Different types of connecting cords may 
have to be used depending on the kind 
of apparatus external that is connected 
to the IC Recorder. Before connecting 
any external apparatus to the IC 
Recorder, identify the kind of connecting 
cord required by referring to the 
instruction manual supplied with that 
apparatus. 

• Do NOT use a connecting cord of any 
kind that is not recommended. Use of a 
nonstandard connecting cord can be a 
source of distorted sound recording or 
failure. 



If Recorded Sound Is Distorted 

Excessive input from an external 
apparatus connected to the IC Recorder 
could cause the recorded sound to be 
distorted. Set the external apparatus to 
an appropriate output level. 
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Shooting Pictures 



With the built-in digital camera in the IC Recorder, you can easily take snapshots. You 
can attach a voice memo to each picture you take, thereby making a record of the date 
and place of photography, the name of a person in the picture. 
Pictures taken are saved in internal memory in the IC Recorder. These pictures cannot 
be viewed with this IC Recorder. To view them, transfer the images to a PC using the 
included IC-DP200 Manager software. 



When Shooting 

Hold the IC Recorder firmly with both hands to keep it steady. 

Hold the IC Recorder vertically or horizontally, as appropriate for the composition of the 

shot.

Beeps Are Sounded, Even When the

The IC Recorder is not ready, or otherwise 
is not prepared, for taking pictures. Make 
sure that the Shutter lamp is lit in green 
before taking pictures. 
You will also hear short beeps when you 
press the SHUTTER button after having 
taken 200 pictures. In this case, free up 
some memory by erasing pictures that 
you no longer need to have stored in the 
IC Recorder.
